IS YOUR MEMBERSHIP PAID UP?

"The Strange Career of Dr. Wilkins" is 
the title of booklet recently published by 
Q. David Bowers. The booklet not only reveals 
a great deal of information about the Dr. G. 

G. Wilkins counterstamps and Dr. Wilkins, 
but also much general information on counter- 
stamps . It may be ordered from Bowers and 
Merena, Bax 1224, Wolfehoro, N.H. 03894. 

The Spring 1977 Nonagon had a lengthy 
paragraph on the Dr. G. G. Wilkins counter- 
stamps including some information not in the 
Boweri * book. However, Dave came up with the 
answers a lot of peAple were looking for. 

George G. Wilkins was practicing dentistry 
in Pittsfield, N. H. in 1860. Since it was 
common practice in those days to assume the 
title of Doctor on little except personal 
whim and no licence ms required, it is likely 
that he had little if any formal training. 
However, this may be the least of the crit- 
icisms against him. 

In the late 1860's Wilkins added other 
businesses including the Railroad Barber Shop 
and trading in animal furs. He also ran a 
saloon and eating house, was listed as a hair 
dresser. He also sold papent medicine including 
"Pure Bear's Oil". He expanded into selling 
rifles, handguns , and ammunition squiring the 
nickname "Fort Wilkins "for h*s establishment. 

Wilkins was in trouble with the law on 
several occasions, some connected with the 
sale of liquor and later for attempting to 
hire a person to burn down a barn belonging 
to his competitor who owned the Washington 
House. He was also accused of offering large 
quantities of counterfeit money at 50/ on a 
doller. One paper referred to him as the 
notorious "Decter", and the lawyer for the 
arson victim said he knew the reputation of 
Wilkins for 15 years and "hell was too good 
a place for him." For more details on the 
oounterstamps, much early Pittsfield history, 
and more Informix ion of the activities of 
the "hero" of Fort Wilkins you will get your 
money 'sworth and more from the Bowers book.
